With the view of rendering the work more complete, I 
have added an Appendix, containing a copious table of refer- 
ences to the Minutes of the three Conferences, which have 
been held since the publication of the three volumes, in — 
1813. In this part ofthe work, I have distinguished the 

different articles by citing the. bi 5 in sue the Confer- 
" ences were held. 

The reader will observe, that some of the Minutes here 
referred to, are now repealed; either shen les or formally. The 
reference to these obsolete rules, is justified by their late 
re-publication. It became a question, indeed, whether it 
might not be advisable, to distinguish them, by affixing the 
word, repealed. I was, however, determined against the 
adoption of this measure, first, because the same Minute is 
sometimes referred to several times, by its different mem- 
bers, and therefore the affixed word,‘ would have occur- 
red so often, as to offend theeye. And, secondly, 1 found it 
difficult to determine, in some cases, which were repealed, and 
which ‘still had the force of law. In cases admitting of so 
much doubt, and involving in their decisions, results of great 
interest, I felt unwilling to decide. 

Should the work furnish to the reader, a facility of turning 
to any subject he may wish to find, my labour will not have
